QUESTIONNAIRE  RESULTS 

There  were  thirty-two  returns  of  the  questionnaires  distributed 
with  Newsletter  #38  (August,  1978).   A  tabulation  of  the  results  begins 
on  page  4, 
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TO  REACH  TUFTS 


When  approaching  Tufts  from  the  southwest,  west,  or  northwest 
via  Routes  2,  3, 9,  95,  or  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike,  the  easiest 
approach  to  the  campus  is  to  turn  from  any  of  these  routes  onto 
the  circumferential  Route  128,  and  proceed  on  that  to  its  intersec- 
tion with  Route  2,  the  Concord  Turnpike.  Proceed  east  on  Route 
2  to  the  junction  of  Routes  2  and  16  and  bear  left  on  Route  16  at 
the  traffic  circle.  Follow  Route  16  through  two  full  traffic  lights. 
Take  the  next  right,  a  sharp  turn,  onto  Powderhouse  Boulevard. 
Proceed  to  Packard  Avenue  (the  third  intersection)  and  turn  left 
on  Packard  Avenue,  which  leads  onto  the  campus. 

When  approaching  from  the  south  and  the  South  Shore,  follow 
the  Southeast  Expressway  to  Route  93  north  to  the  Route  16  exit. 
At  the  first  full  traffc  light  (Route  38),  Winthrop  Street,  turn  left. 
Proceed  through  one  traffic  light  and  take  the  first  left  just  beyond 
the  traffic  light,  Capen  Street.  The  second  entrance  on  your  right 
leads  directly  to  the  visitors'  parking  lot. 

Coming  from  the  north  via  Routes  1,  95,  28,  or  93,  the  recom- 
mended approach  is  via  the  circumferential  Route  128  to  its  inter- 
section with  Route  93,  and  south  on  Route  93  to  exit  7,  Fellsway 
West  (Forest  Street).  Take  Forest  Street  to  Medford  Square  and 
continue  straight  through  the  square  onto  Main  Street.  Proceed 
on  Main  Street  to  the  first  right  (Route  16)  and  follow  the  direc- 
tions in  the  paragraph  above.  Signs  have  been  placed  on  most 
routes  to  help  identify  the  recommended  approaches.
